To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  year,  1970,  has  been  favoured  by  the  title 
"EUROPEAN  CONSERVATION  YEAR",  During  the  past  decade  people 
have  gradually  become  aware  that  improving  technology  with  a 
higher  standard  of  living  has  not  always  proved  beneficial  in 
the  ultimate.  Pollution  of  the  environment  from  smoke,  dust 
or  engine  fumes  has  been  a  common  occurrence  over  the  years 
and  more  recently  the  hazard  of  oil  slicks  has  vied  for  the 
newspaper  headlines  with  sewage  pollution  or  danger  from  chemical 
pesticides. 

No  doubt  some  may  think  after  perusing  the  deliberations 
of  the  international  conference  held  to  highlight  the  need 
for  "EUROPEAN  CONSERVATION  YEAR"  that  environmental  pollution 
is  a  new  discovery, 

Por  many  years  the  Council  of  this  District  has  shown 
a  growing  awareness  of  the  need  to  remain  alert  to  possible 
contamination  of  the  rural  environment  from  the  encroachment  of 
industry.  The  frequent  contact  which  its*  officers  make  with 
management  and  their  subsequent  report  has  ensured  that  the 
Council  Members  are  kept  informed. 

Dust  nuisance  arising  from  the  manufacture  of  cement  is 
a  constant  topic  of  debate  in  the  Health  Committee  even  though 
no  hazard  to  community  health  has  ever  been  connected.  Prom 
membership  of  the  Thames-side  Committee  for  the  Abatement  of 
Atmospheric  Pollution  regular  meeting  with  the  Government’s 
Alkali  Inspectorate  and  attendance  at  professional  conferences, 
the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  try  to  keep  abreast  of 
current  problems  of  environmental  pollution.

When  dealing  with  a  small  population  the 
likelihood  of  fluctuation  from  year  to  year 
should  be  kept  in  mind*  The  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  was  13«0.

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  17  per  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  with  18,0  for  England 
and  Wales,  Included  in  the  total  number  of 
deaths  were  7  who  died  within  the  first  month 
of  life.

This  figure  combines  the  Still-Births  and 
Neonatal  deaths  during  the  first  week  of 
life  and  is  regarded  as  a  measure  of  the 
hazard  of  child  birth  and  genetic  influences 
during  intrauterine  growth.  The  rate  is 
calculated  on  the  total  births  (live  and  still) 
and  gave  a  figure  of  13*0  as  compared  to  the 
National  average  of  23,0.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


288  notifications  of  this  disease  were 
received.  Peak  incidence  occurred  during 
the  spring.  The  notifications  were  more 
than  double  last  year's  figure  and  indicate 
that  a  large  number  of  parents  are  still 
failing  to  submit  their  children  for 
protective  inoculation  against  this  infection. 
It  appears  that  there  is  still  a  need  to 
alert  parents-  to  the  protective  value  of  the 
vaccine  which  can  give  specific  cover. 

6  notifications  were  received. 

Only  4  notifications  were  received  being  a 
dramatic  fall  from  the  previous  year's  total 
of  112. 

Single  cases  of  Meningitis,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Food  Poisoning  occurred.

TUBERCULOSIS 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  total  number  remaining  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  117  being  2  more  than 
the  total  at  the  same  time  in  the  previous 
year.  4  new  notifications  of  Pulmonary 

Tuberculosis  were  received.  There  were  no 
deaths  attributed  to  Tuberculosis. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

HOUSING 

No  clearance  areas  were  referred  to  the 

Health  Committee.  10  demolition  orders 

were  made  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing 

Act  1957  and  4  undertakings  were  given  by 
owners  in  relation  to  unfit  property  not 
to  be  re-let  for  human  habitation;  one 
house  was  subsequently  made  fit. 

HYGIENE 

The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the 
area  of  the  District  Council  now  totals 

13,226  being  an  increase  of  234  over  the 
previous  year’s  figure. 

Pour  out  of  every  five  houses  in  the  district 
are  connected  to  the  public  sewer  which  is 
a  very  high  figure  for  a  rural  area  -  the 
actual  total  being  10,727. 

2,499  arq^onnected  to  cesspools  for  which 
the  Council  provide  5  free  emptyings  yearly. 

Pail  closets  are  still  in  use  at  92  properties, 
being  a  reduction  of  17  from  the  previous 
year’s  total.  A  decade  ago  (i960)  the  figure 
stood  at  275. 

Privies  total  5  but  their  end  is  in  sight  as 

4  of  the  properties  they  serve  are  covered  by 
demolition  orders  or  closing  orders  and  the 
fifth  is  occupied  by  an  old  person  who  does  not 
wish  to  be  disturbed. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible  for 
mains  water  supply  throughout  the  district 
with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Hailing 
supplied  by  Mid  Kent  Water  Company. 

Apart  from  14  on  private  supply  (roof  rainwater 
collection)  mains  water  supply  is  universal  to 
all  homes.  29  properties  are  on  standpipes.

POOD  HYGIENE 


Work  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of 
food  and  its  sale  for  human  consumption  either 
in  canteen,  restaurant  or  shop  continues  to 
occupy  a  considerable  part  of  the  time  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate,  being  instrumental 
in  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  in 
food  premises  on  the  district®  A  total  of 
563  visits  were  madeto  food  establishments 
of  one  kind  or  another  and  the  one  small 
private  slaughterhouse  was  covered  by  100^ 
meat  inspection. 

STAFF  Continuing  growth  of  clerical  work  necessitated 

the  recruitment  of  a  Junior  Clerk  and  Miss  C*F, 
Yianni  commenced  duty  on  15th  June,  1970. 

Mr.  G»  Pinch  was  appointed  as  Pupil  Public 
Health  Inspector  on  1st  September,  1970. 
Otherwise,  the  full  time  staff  of  - 

1  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

1  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 

2  Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors 
1  Clerk 

1  Rodent  Officer  /General  Assistant 
remained  unchanged.

The  water  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  resident  domestic  population  and  37  bacteriological 
and  2  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,,  Supplied  from  wells 
both  within  and  outside  the  Rural  District,  the  hardness  of  the  water  ranged 
between  300  and  310  parts  per  million.

Collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  district  from 
the  rear  of  premises  by  means  of  the  paper  sack  method* 

After  collection  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  situated  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  City  of  Rochester,  and  the  tip  is  treated 
regularly  to  prevent  rat  infestation,  and  insecticides  are 
applied  during  the  summer  period  to  prevent  the  breeding  of 
flies  and  other  insects. 


Cesspool  and  pail  closet  emptying 

With  the  exception  of  those  areas  in  which  a  public  sewer 
is  provided  cesspools  are  emptied,  upon  request,  free  of  charge 
up  to  a  maximum  of  five  times  per  year.  In  the  case  of  shared 
cesspools  (2  or  more  houses  connected  to  one  cesspool),  five 
emptyings  per  house  are  allowed. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes  of  Hoo 
St,  Werburgh,  Isle  of  Grain  and  Allhallows  and  twice  per  week 
in  the  Parish  of  Stoke*
